SKYSCRAPERS’. ANCESTRY 


iProtetypes of Modern High Bulidings 
in 17th Century 


* What may be called the ancestor 
‘of the modern.skyscraper was design- 
ed in 1601 by Jacques Porret, an 
architect living in Chambray, a email 
town in the Duchy of Savoy. 

He planned an 1l-storey building 361 
feet in height, but {t was never erect- 
ed. According to Perret’s measure- 
ments the structure was to be 166 feet 
long and 140 broad, _ and: the walls 
were to have been over 12 feet thick. 

But_in 1601 the methods of building 
construction were © by no-means so 
modern as Perret's plans;  13-foot 
walls were none too thick to support 
11 storeys. Here, again, however, the 
Ingenuity of the architect showed it: 
self, for he found a way of making 
use of the walls without weakening 
thelr strength. “In the thickness of 
the walls,” he wrote, “are little stair 
ways, cabinéts and cupboards, from 
the bottom floor to the top floor; thus 
there is no space wasted.” é
